I 
presume Mr. McMasters has never 
seen an Indian outside of a circus side- 
show; but if he has capacity enough 
to steal the whole of the 2 
aod compel the Indians to for his 
benefit and beg their food, he will 
answer quite as well as the majority 
of his predecess»rs.”’ 


We are at a loss to understand how 
the Indian Agency at Pyramid be- 
longs” to the Baptists. If the pria- 
cipal qualification possessed by Mr. Mc- 
Masters is his belief in close commun- 
ion, or in baptismal immersion, there 
is certainly need of reform in the Civil 
Service. It may be that the nominee 
is & long-haired student of theology, 
fresh from college, who imagines that 
his work on the reservation will con- 
sist mainly in baptising dusky sav- 
ages, and pointing out to them the 
way to Jesus. However, a zealous 
Baptist would do some good among 
Indians if he could immerse them all. 
Immersion is what they most need. If 
the coming agent can make the use of 
soap, as well as the practice of immer- 
sion, popular among the Piutes, he 
will indeed be a civilizer. He will 
find abundance of water io the lake 
for the baptism of all the Indians un- 
der his care. It may be this abun- 
dance of water for dipping purposes is 
what first suggested the idea that the 
Baptists have a natural right to con- 
trol the appointment of the Indian 
agent at that point. The baptismal 
facilities at the reservation must have 
impressed every clergyman of that 
denomination who ever visited the 
spot. 

When Mr. MeMasters arrives at the 
reservation he may be expected to be- 
gin a revival among the Indians im- 
mediately, if the fishing should not be 
too good. Whether the Indians can 
be made to experience religion to any 
great extent remains to be seen. We 
believe that preceding Pyramid agents 

have paid more attention to the trout- 
fishery than the soul-fishery. 

Besides the Indians, there are a 
considerable number of mules on the 
reservation, which are also wards of 
the Government. No one knows just 
why those mules were put on the res- 
ervation, or whatthey have been do- 
ing since they went on, but, anyhow, 
they are there. The problem that 
awaits the solution of the new Baptist 
agent is what to do with those mules. 
It is more than possible that he has 
never seen a mule, and if he examines 
too closely the structure of one of 
those Government mules, he may be 
forcibly struck with the most marked 
peculiarity of the beast. Altogether, 
the advent of Mr. McMasters may be 
looked forward te with considerable 
interest, and his methods of disciplin- 
ing the Indians and the mules are like- 
ly to have all the charm of novelty.

TAE PRISON BILL. 
Atter going to press yesterday, the 
Gazettes received a telegram announc- 
ing that a vote had been taken io the 
Senate on the bill for the removal of 
the State Prison to Reno, with the fol- 
lowing result: Ayes, 14; Noes, 10. 
Many of the Assemblymen were in the 
Senate chamber when the vote was 
taken, and showed satisfaction with 
theresult. It is believed that 33 
Assemblymen favor the bill and that 
17 are against it. The passage of the 
billin the Assembly seems assured. 
A vote will probably be taken in the 
lower House in a day or two. The 
bill wi!l then only require the signa- 
ture of the Governor to become a law. 
There is no probability that be will 
veto it, with @ majority in its favor so 
strong in the Legislature. Should he 
veto it, bis action would appear to be 
influenced by the fact of his residence 
in Carson. Then, again, again of a 
few votes would enable the friends of 
the bill to pass it over his veto. There 
are 50 votes in the Assembly, and 24 
ia the Senate, one Senator being ab- 
sent; a total ot 74. The bill yesterday 
received 14 votes in the Senate, and is 
expected to have 33 in the Assembly, 
a total for the bill of 47 votes; with 27 
against. A two-thirds vote of the Leg- 
islature is 50, and thus the bill needs 
to gain only three more votes to be 
passed over the Governor's veto. But, 
as we have said, his veto is not looked 
for, and it is probable that his assent 
will cheerfully be given, in view of 
the strong support which the bill has 
received in the Legislature. Although 
the Governor is of course friendly to 
Ormsby, he has no enmity to Washoe, 
and, influenced by the best interests of 
the State, he may be confidently ex- 
pected to sign the bill.

THAT SILK WORM. 


It appears that the newly discovered 
silk worm called “Bombyx Quericus,” 
is not found in the State of Nevada, 
but in Nevada county, California. Io 
answer to our inquiry, the Grass Val- 
ley Free Lance kindly gives the follow- 
ing information: 

“In Nevada county that Bombyx“ 
has been found. Prof. E. Muller dis- 
covered him several years ago, but we 
do not know that Mr. Muller hes been 
able to make “Bombyx” increase and 
multiply. The silk worm of the oak 
tree spins a very strong thread, and 
he might be made useful. Those who 
have any money to spare, for the de- 
velopment of new industries, should 
send some of it to Prof. E. Muller, 
Nevada City, so as to enable him to 
experiment. He has alro tound a 
silk worm that feeds on the wild lilac 
of the mountains, aud this worm makes 
fine and stroog silk. Foreign silk 
worms do not appear to do well in 
this climate, and it is probable that if 
half the money spent on them had 
been used in cultivating the native, 
California would now be a silk manu- 
facturing State. We would like to 
hear from Prof. Maller on the subject 
of the oak and lilac silk worms.

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An Act Which, If Passed, Will Close Up 
Muny Seloons. 


The following is a copy of « bill 
introduced by Assemblyman Brad- 
shaw, to amend an act to provide rev- 
enue for the support of the Govern- 
ment of the State of Nevada. It pro- 
vides that Section 1, of the Act of 
1869, relating to the sale of liquors, 


Sec. 1. Section 65 of said Act of 
1869 is hereby amended 60 as to read 
as follows: Section 65. Any person or 


ituous, malt or fermented liquors in 
less quantities than one gallon shall, 
before the transaction of any such 
business, take out a license from the 
Sheriff of the county in which he or 
she proposes to do business, aod pay 
therefor the sum of $150 per quarter- 
year in advance; provided, that all 
persons engaged in retailiog liquors as 
aforesaid in ebunection with enter- 
tainment for travelers, at any point 
distant five miles or more outside the 
limits of any city or town io the State, 
shallfpay a license of $75 per quarter- 
year in advance; and provided, far- 
ther, that no such person or persons 
shall be entitled under or by virtue of 
said license tosell or cause to be sold 
withio this State, any spirituous, malt 
or fermented liquors or wines on any 
day upon which ary general or special 
election is held in any county, city, 
town or election precinct in this State, 
but it shall be expressed in every li- 
cense so granted that the person or 
persons to whom the same is granted 
shall not sell or cause to be sold any 
such liquors or wines on such day or 
days uforesaid. 

The large saloon keepers are said to 
be in favor of the bill, as it will toa 
great extent prevent competition in 
the sale of spirituous liquors, and in- 
crease the business of those who pay 
the license, proportionately. It has 
been read twice under a suspension of 
the rules in the Assembly, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means.

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An Indian Murde at Pioche. 

Says the Record: “On Saturday 
morning last the Indians around 
Pioche discovered that one of their 
number had been murdered io a ravine 
near the hospital and an attempt made 
to burn the body of the indian after 
he waskilled. It was discovered that 
he had been killed by a Snake Indian 
called ‘One-Eyed Jack,’ who had en- 
ticed him out to that spot and beat 
him to death with rocks.

Yrexa, Feb. 1. 

Scott valley and Shasta valley have 
been flooded exteasively, aod the snow 
is very deep on the high mounotains 
with the large streams too high for 
safe ferryage. Great damage is re- 
ported along the Klamath, through 
this country and also in Del Norte 
and Humboldt, The ground is thor- 
oughly water-soaked, filling mining 
claims and cellarsand causing slides 
in the mountains. 


CoLusa, February 1. 

The river here last evening was 
twenty-five feet and eighty-hundredths 
above low ‘water. Twenty-five and 
twenty-hundredths was the highest 
until this winter. The water in the 
tules east was two, feet higher than 
ever before. It is also higher on the 
west, so there was more water passing 
down this valley than was ever known 
before. The river fell nearly two 
inches last night. It is now—12 
M.—raining. The levees on the Sut- 
ter side, six miles below town, gave 
way yesterday and did immense dam- 
age — not less than $500,000. Houses, 
stock, furniture, etc., all met destruc- 
tion.
